Students in third, fifth, sixth and 
eighth grades were tested in 
September and in April in 
vocabulary, comprehension and 
word study skills explained Jo Ellen 
Crawford, the district’s director of 
research and evaluation. 

Fourth and seventh graders were 
tested in April and their scores 
compared to national averages.

won the Junior World Golf 
Championship for girls 15 to 17.

Well known in Placentia, where 
she is a familiar sight on local golf 
links, Miss Hill Monday qualified for 
the Trans National Championship 
which is holding its 46th tournament 
at the Mission Viego Country Club 
through Saturday. 

Carolyn led the field in her recent 
victory and bested her closest 
runnerup by five strokes. Playing 
the Torrey Pines north for three 
days, she was 3 under par with a 72 
on Tuesday, shot a 76 on Wednesday 
and went into Thursdays match with 
a six stroke lead.

Local Clubs 
Draw Top 
Priorities 


A policy that athletic groups with 
less than 50 per cent local 
membership be given a _ lower 
priority in use of Placentia’s lighted 
fields, was continued in a 
unanimous vote by city council 
members Tuesday night. 

Indications are that requests for 
lighted fields, in short supply in the 
city, may outnumber the facilities. 

Richard Samp, the city’s director 
of Recreation and Maintenance 
Services explained that there has 
been a 25 per cent increase in local 
athletes, excluding the Valencia 
Youth Athletic Association football 
program which is not included in the 
totals. 

Samp added that both Pop 
Warner and the Junior All American 
Football programs have fewer than 
50 per cent Placentia members, 
required for the first priority under 


the lights. 
“If we do not restrict them,’’ 
Samp explained, ‘‘then our 


Placentia kids are getting less time 
under the lights, are getting less 
training and the volunteers have less 
time to work with them. Our 
obligation comes to the Placentia 
taxpayer and his needs and that’s 
where we must draw the line,”’ 
Samp concluded. 


Ninth graders were tested twice in 
the language arts area of spelling, 
mechanics and expression, or ability 
to organize and express ideas. 

Tests in mathematical concepts, 
computation and application were 
given to third through eighth 
graders in April and compared to 
national averages. 

‘‘Results of the district’s testing 
program show that the increased 
emphasis placed on the teaching of 
reading skills the past few years is 
paying off in student achievement.”’ 
Mrs. Crawford said. District 
teachers began similar math 
programs stressing basics last year. 


In all cases; Placentia students 
ranked higher than 
nerms--netionwide averages on 
standardized tests--ranging from six 
months above to 15 months. 

‘‘The fact that our students in all 
grades made so much progess is 
very encouraging, since they started 
the year with average test scores 
well ahead of national student 
norms,’’ Mrs. Crawford noted. 

The largest districtwide gain of 14 
months of progress between the 
September and April testings was in 
the area of word study skills, or 
phonics, at the third grade level. 
Third graders started the year at a 


national - 


level generally made nationally in 
the eighth month of their grade. 
Seven months later they performed 
at the level of an average fifth 
grader. 

Dramatic gains also were noted in 
sixth grade reading comprehension 
where students made a 13-month 
gain to perform at a seventh 
grade-ninth month level, and in 
word study skills, where a 12-month 
gain put students at the level of 
eighth graders. 

Ninth grade students jumped 16 
months in their achievement level in 
language mechanics, including such 
skills as punctuation and capitaliza- 


tion to perform at the level of high 
school juniors. : 

They also posted a 13-month gain 
in expression to perform at eleventh 
grade-fourth month level, Mrs. 
Crawford said. In spelling high 
school freshmen gained nine months 
of achievement in the seven months 
of instruction, placing them at the 
level of sophomores in their sixth 
month on a nationwide average. 

In the math tests, Placentia 
students ranked well above national 
averages, but not as dramatically as 
in the areas of reading skills, Mrs. 
Crawford stated. 

‘The average Placentia student

ranks from two to eight months 
above the average student national- 
ly in math skills, with the highest 
scores being in understanding basic 
math concepts at third grade level 
and solving word problems at the 
seventh grade level,’’ she added. 

Local students are two months 
above the national average in 
understanding mathematical con- 
cepts at the fourth, seventh and 
eighth grade levels and in 
computation at the fourth grade 
level. 

In all but a few instances, 
individual schools scored at or above

Masonry Wall For Storage Area 


A controversy over an outside 
storage yard for a new hardware 
building in the Sierra Vista 
Shopping Center, may have been 
resolved, it was indicated this week.

that in the building of the large 
market building, they had lost their 
privacy. 

This was attributed to the fact that 
the market building site and 
servicing alley had been elevated 
four feet above the level of the 
homes. Traffic and people using the 
alley have easy visual access to the 
homes and back yards, it was 
pointed out.

Tom Greenlund, 819 Booklyn, a 
relatively new Placentia resident, 
was refusing to be a hero this week. 

Greenlund’s neighbors, however, 
felt he was being overly modest. 

‘‘He just did what anyone else 
would do in the same situation.”’ 
Mrs. Greenlund reported. ‘‘He 
certainly wouldn’t want any fuss 
made about it.”’ 

Greenlund on his way to work 
around 7 a.m. Wednesday noticed 
his neighbor’s garage ablaze. In 
quick succession, according to 
neighbors, he woke his wife and told 
her to call the fire department; woke 
the William Terhunes and 9-year- 
old son inside their home and told 
them their garage was on fire and 
grabbed a garden hose.

of the reading and math tests, Mrs. 
Crawford said. However, those 
schools with lower average scores 
generally made more than month- 
for-month gains, a pattern which 
continued from last year. 

‘‘Another year of concentrated 
effort on basic skills should put 
every school above the national 
average in all areas,’’ she added, 
noting that ‘‘children in our Early 
Childhood Education (ECE) schools 
showed good gains. 

She pointed out that ‘‘well 
planned programs which provide 
materials and lessons suited to the 
instructional level of children’’ seem 
to be most successful. 

Reading instruction has been the 
top priority in the district for the past 
two years, with math joining as a top 
priority this year at the request of 
the board of education. 

The district program is in addition 
to the state-mandated tests and is 
used to provide information about 
how well students are doing and to 
trace individual student progress 
through the year.

area above Prado Dam. 

Members of the delegation, in 
addition to Mayor Wieder and 
Supervisors Diedrich, Shroeder and

Officials are seeking remedies for 
a problem first identified in 1962. At 
that time the three Boards of 
Supervisors petitioned Congress to 
authorize the Corps of Engineers to 
determine the adequacy of Prado 
Dam. 

In 1964 authorization was given 
and studies began which were 
completed last December. During 
the eleven years study, the Santa 
Ana River was identified as the 
worst potential flood threat west of 
the Mississippi by the Corps of 
Engineers. State Water Resources 
officials concur with this, calling it 
the worst potential flood threat in 
the state. 

During the study period, it was 
found that a changing population 
density had greatly decreased the 
protection capability offered by 
Prado and that capacity had been 
lowered still further by siltation. 

After studying some 60 to 70 
alternatives in the course of the 
study, the list was pared to about 
eight, of which only three provide 
the necessary level of protection for 
Orange County. The recommended 
plan is the only one to provide 
additional protection to the up- 
stream counties. It also provides 
additional water conservation capa- 
city. One other plan builds a higher 
dam at Prado, which provides the 
Orange County protection, but 
requires an additional 6,000 acres of 
land in Riverside County. 


Total cost of the recommended 
plan is $740 million, with the federal 
government providing $655 million; 
the state, $54 million; and Orange 
County $26 million. This compares 
to a total cost of approximately $550 
million for the higher Prado Dam. 
These costs compare to a potential 
damage estimate of $3.2 billion for 
Orange County alone in the event of 
flood levels which have occurred 
before in the county. 

The Senate Water Resources 
Committee hearing on the project is 
one of the first steps in the 
legislative process. Following hear- 
ings on all of the public works 
projects proposed for the country, 
the subcommittee will recommend 
those for inclusion in the public 
Works Omnibus Bill. 

Following committee approval, 
the full Senate must then pass the 
measure. After this it goes to a joint 
committee of the Senate and the 
House where differences between 
this bill and its House counterpart 
are ironed out. 

Legislation to authorize the 
project was introduced into the 
House of Representatives in 
mid-June of this year by 
Congressman’ Jerry Patterson, 
former Placentia City Attorney, 
which was co-sponsored by fifteen 
other California Congressmen. 
Every member of Congress from the 
three affected counties were among 
the group. 

Following joint committee action, 
the measure must clear both 
Houses. Closeness of the timing for 
these measures is apparent as 
Senate subcommittee hearings are 
now underway while those in the 
House are not yet scheduled and 
Congress adjourns in early October. 
After Congressional passage, the 
measure proceeds to the White 
House for Presidential approval. 
Failure of the measure at any step of 
the process jeopardizes the 
possibility of any Congressional 
action for another two years.

As firemen and police worked 
around the totaled van, a Santa Fe 
train, apparently not alerted as to 
the proper scene of the accident, 
plowed into the automobile, 
thinking the tracks were clear.

The state allows Placentia schools 
a base revenue expenditure of 
$1,096.70 per student, as calculated 
by a formula for average daily 
attendance (ADA), which is 
estimated at 19,201 next year. 

Last year, Placentia’s base 
revenue was the lowest in Orange 
County among unified districts, and 
it is expected to remain in the bottom 
spot this year, Mullender said.

Budget 


Major income sources are local 
taxes, which will bring in $12.5 
million, and $8.9 million in state aid. 
The average 15 per cent increase in 
the district's assessed valuation 
does not affect school income. It only 
increases the percentage paid by 
local sources and _ decreases 
payments from the state level, 
Mullender explained. 

Largest expenditure in the 
budget-- approximately $21.4 mil- 
lion, or 83.4 per cent of the total--is 
for salaries and fringe benefits for 
employees. The figure does not 
include salary raises, which are 
currently being negotiated, but does 
cover approximately a 23 per cent 
increase in fringe benefit costs.

rehabilitation counselor who lives in 
Orange, said that the unit will be 
seeking a permanent place to 
establish itself if the University of 
California at Irvine medical school 
does not decide to establish an 
outpatient clinic in Placentia.

doctors who are now donating their 
time have been fabulous.’’ he 
confirmed. 

Kaufman, who is bilingual, said 
that some of the patients served 
speak only Spanish.

The center currently has five 
salaried counselors, four graduate 
interns, and 2S helpline volunteers. 
An additional $13,000 in funds for 
the next fiscal year will be added to 
the center's budget from donations 
and other sources. 

Casa Placentia, which lists itself 
as a multipurpose, _ bilingual 
community outreach project, is 
receiving $57,600. The group also 
lists another $18,000 in their budget 
from other sources. 

The revenue sharing funds are 
itemized for salaries and benefits, 
operating expenditures, insurance, 
equipment and other items.

Medical Parking Altered 


An ordinance, outlining 
precise wording for parking 
requirements for medical 
and dental facilities for 
Placentia, was adopted 
unanimously last week by 
the Placentia Planning 
Commission. 


The document reduces 
parking requirements to 6.5 
spaces for 1,000 feet of 
gross floor area in medical 
and dental facilities, with 
the provision that govern- 
ing bodies may, if they 
wish, use an adjusted gross 
area as basis for the parking 
stipulations. 


The latter would subtract 
non parking producing 
space from the total square 
footage, such as corridors, 


foyers and other open. 


areas. 

For the planning commis- 
sion to allow adjusted gross 
as a basis for determina- 
tion, it was outlined (1) that 
the deleted space does not 
contribute to building occu- 
pancy and hence parking 
demand and (2) that the 
failure to use the adjusted 
gross basis would result in 
too many parking spaces, 
Arnold Hamala, Planning 
Director, explained.

Betty Weaves 


The ‘‘Creative Weav- 
ings’’ of Betty Large is an 
outstanding new exhibit 
now showing at the Blue 
Frog, 209 ~N. Euclid, 
Fullerton, through the 
month of August. 

Examples of floor loom 
weaving, finger weaving, 
needle weaving, tating, 
coiling, basket weaving, 
and combinations of these 
weaving techniques are 
now on exhibit. 

The fibers used are hand 
spun and most of the 
vibrant colors are made 
from the natural dyes she 
makes from roots, bark, 
leaves, ground beetles, and 
lichen. The unusual colors 
are influenced by the 
copper, iron, or enamel pots 
she uses for dying. 

The one color she finds 
difficult to dye is black, so 
Betty’s solution is raising 
black sheep. She has two, 


one local lamb, and one 
black lamb from _ the 
Barbados. 


The first shearing of 
these lambs will be soon, 
and their virgin wool is 
longer and finer than that of 
subsequent shearings. She 
will card, then spin this 
wool on her upright 
“‘Castle’’ spinning wheel. 

All of these personalized 
efforts make Betty Large’s 
weavings an exciting exhi- 
bit not to be missed. 


Betty began weaving at. 
the age of four, making rugs 
from scraps of dressmaking 
material on a rug loom. She 
continued her interest in art 
and later attended the 
Cleveland Art Institute. 

During the 1950’s and 
1960’s Betty operated the 
Weavers Cottage at Knotts 
Berry farm. She _ also 
operated the Doll Shop at 
Villa Del Sol for four years. 

Betty is a member of the 
Weavers Guild and her 
weavings are shown and 
sold throughout Southern 
California.

Large areas of Orange 
County have begun receiv- 
ing a higher quality blend of 
Northern California water 
and water from _ the 
Colorado River through the 
Metropolitan Water Dis- 
trict’s Robert B. Diemer 
Filtration Plant at Yorba 
Linda. 

John H. Lauten, MWD 
general manager, said the 
approximate S0-S0 blend, 
initially flowing at nearly 
200 million gallons a day, is 
going to areas within five of 
the District's © member 
agencies. 

They are the cities of 
Anaheim, Fullerton and 
Santa Ana as well as the 
Municipal Water District of 


Orange County and the 
Coastal Municipal Water 
District. 


Through MWD of Orange 
County connections, the 
blend is going to Orange, 


Yorba Linda, La Habra, 
Costa Mesa, Brea and 
Irvine. 


The cities and communti- 
ties of San Clemente, 
Newport Beach, Laguna 
Beach and Capistrano 
Beach are receiving it 
within Coastal MWD. 

The blend lowers both the 
total mineral content as well 
as the hardness of the 
water. In fact, the hardness 
is cut by nearly one-third, 
Lauten said. 

The blend is made 
possible by completion of a 
new $42-million pipeline, 
the Yorba Linda Feeder, 
that can deliver up to 400 
million gallons a day. 

The feeder carries north- 
ern water that flows from 
Lake Silverwood in San 
Bernardino County on the 
East Branch of the State

Homeowners Favor Plans 


A more than two-year 
struggle to keep the zoning 
around their farm homes 
agricultural-residential, 
may have been won by 
residents of an area north of 
Imperial Highway in the 
Rose Drive sector. 

The section in question is 
a converging point for the 


cities of Placentia, Yorba 
Linda, Brea and_ the 
county. 

The long hard fought 


homeowner battle began 
after the area involved was 
annexed to Placentia after 
other surrounding cities 
had made a similar effort 
and failed. Promises at that 
time, the area residents 
recalled, was that ogly 
single family homes wolfld 
be built next to their 
acreages. 

However, before devel- 
opment occurred, the Pla- 
centia City Council designa- 
ted the zoning’ to be R-3 
PUD, a special category the 
council believed would 
permit a development such 
as condominiums or town- 
houses. Fredricks Develop- 
ment Corporation of Ana- 
heim, a subsidiary of Pacific 
Lighting Corporation of Los 
Angeles, however, inter- 
preted the zoning to 
sanction a 268-unit, 25-unit 
to the acre high density 


development to be built 
next door to the rural 
homes. 


The ensuing struggles of 
homeowners to regain their 
rural atmosphere, led to a 
change in the zoning 
designation back to agricul- 
tural residential by the 
Placentia City  Counil. 
Fredricks took their case to 
court where Superior Court 
Judge Claude Owens ruled 
against their demands for a 
building permit to continue 
the apartment project. 

Homeowners in the area, 
led by J.C. Campbell III, 
president of Concerned 
Homeowners, Inc. spoke 
Tuesday night in favor of 
the most recent proposal for 
the property, a plan to 
develop 12.5 acres of the 
area into rural homes. 

Placentia planning com- 
missioners, before whom 
the hearing was_ held, 
expressed some concern 
about positioning of the 
homes around a_ long 
cul-de-sac, which developer 
Robert Main of Garden 
Grove explained was inevi- 
table. 

The proposal for develop- 
ment approved by commis- 
sioners with a four yes, one 
no vote, would divide the 
12.5 acres into 19 residen- 


tial lots some a half acre or 
more in size. The configura- 
tion will be around the 1,000 
foot cul-de-sac. 
Homeowners in the area 
«poke in favor of saving the 
trees and one expressed 
concern for the number of 
“rodents, snakes and 
ground squirrels’’ that exist 
in the undeveloped acre- 
age, suggesting that mea- 
sures be taken to clear the 
land of the animals before 
the ground is developed. 
Developer Main express- 
ed concern about making 
any agreements to spare the 
trees, citing past exper- 
ience when it became 
necessary for him to go back 
into a development he had 
completed to dig out large 


euclayptus trees in front of 
homes before they would 
sell. 

‘Eucalyptus trees are 
great when somebody else 
has them,’ he explained 
his experience. 

The agricultural-residen- 
tial zoning in the sector 
permits farm animals to be 
maintained on the property, 
one of the conditions which 
has been considered in total 
development of the section.

The Jews for Jesus 
organization carries out an 
extensive outreach program 
through a number of 
Jewish-Christian traveling 
evangelists and Mobile 
Evangelistic teams: ‘‘So far 
as I know,’’ says Rose, 
‘*Mobile Evangelistic 
Teams were part of the 
original apostolate, but the 
practice was discontinued 
since apostolic times and we 
have revived it.’’ 

Two outstanding ex- 
amples of the Jews for 
Jesus Mobile Evangelistic 
Teams are the Liberated 
Wailing Wall, which does 
Jewish gospel music along 
with their preaching, and 
the New Jerusalem Players, 
which does dramatic pre- 
sentations. 

In the past, Moishe 
Rosen served as minister to 
the two largest Hebrew- 
Christian congregations in 
the country which were in 
New York City and Los 
Angeles. Now, however, his 
full time is devoted to the 
general work of evangel- 
ism. 

Rosen says, ‘‘We spend 
most of our time traveling 
because there are so few 
qualified Jewish evangel- 
ists. We've all had to spread 
ourselves rather thin. Bet- 
ween 1968 and 1973, more 
than 14,000 Jewish young 
people came to Christ, and

‘*As muchas possible, we 
work in conjunction with 
local churches, and as 
Jewish people come to 
believe in Christ and join 
the local churches, we don’t 
feel that they are lost to 
Judaism. For almost two 
thousand years it’s been 
taught that Judaism and 
Christianity are mutually 
exclusive. This is wrong 
because the early apostles 
were Jewish, and Christian, 
too, and were not any less of 
either. 


Anti-Semites promote 
the notion that you can’t be 
Jewish and Christian be- 
cause they despise the 
Jews. Jewish Rabbis tend to 
teach the same _ thing 
because if it were generally 
known, they fear that there 
might be a turning away 
from synagogue to walk 
with Christ.”’

Before 1974 minimum 
side yard setbacks were 
eight feet on the garage side 
and five on the opposite side 
with a minimum rear 
setback of five feet. Patio 
covers and room additions, 
prohibited in the side yard 
setbacks, could come within 
five feet of the rear fence 
provided the maximum 
coverage did not exceed 25 
per cent of the rear 15 feet of 
the yard. 

Setbacks required since 
1974 are six feet for one side 
yard and 12 feet on the 
other. The minimum rear 
setback was increased to 20 
feet. Room additions were 
prohibited in side yards but 
patio covers are allowed 
within eight feet of one side 
yard and five feet of the 
other. Patio covers and 
room additions have to be a 
minimum of ten feet from 
the rear fence and maxi- 
mum coverage — cannot 
exceed 20 per cent of the 
rear 20 feet.

The new code _ being 
recommended will provide 
one standard without penal- 
izing homeowners” with 
houses built to previous 
codes, it was pointed out.

The minimum rear yard 
setback would be retained 
at 20 feet and all legally 
existing rear yards are 
conforming.
